He had continuously tried to get information from the police department both 
personally and through his District Executive assigned to that district. 

The police have not been willing to release any information and nothing has 
ever appeared in any newspapers. It seems that Mr. DeRosa after his 
suspension from the police department filed suit against them and this is 
still pending. This is the reason no information is being released to the 
pub! i c . 

Mr. Swenson indicated that he will continue to follow up on this periodically 
and to try and get us information which will be helpful in the future. He 
does not have Mr. OeRosa registered, would not register him, and feels that we 
should have a file to stop him from registering in other locations.
